The Hull Strike the Absorbing: Topic 
of Conversation- A Oomproiu- 
ise Expected. 



Immigration to Canada of Indigent 
Polish Jews to bo Promptly 
Prevented. 



(From Our Own Correspondent). 
Ottawa, Out., Sept. 10.— The ono topic 
of conversation in tho Capital is the strik 
of mill men, two thousand of whom gather- 
ed in front of the mills, ,to-night, and were 
addresBed by prominent labor advocates 
from nearly every organization in the dis- 
trict. Promises of substantial support were 
received and tho strikers are greatly en- 
couraged thereby. At 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing there was a conference between clergy- 
men of all denominations and the mill 
owners. Among those present were Vener- 
able Archdeacon Lander, Rev. Dr. Moore, 
Rev. Father Whelnn, Rev. Father Dallacey, 
of St. Jean Baptiste ; Rev. Father Lauzon, 
of Hull; and Messrs. J. K. Booth and 
Powell, mill owners. The situation was 
discussed in a friendly spirit from 
beginning to end, but nothing definite 
was arrived at. To-morrow, the clergymen, 
who took part in the conference, will 
address their respective congregations on 
the question. The mill owners profess to 
ho fiim in the determination not to give in, 
and say several strikers were hired, to-day, 
to work in the lumber cainps up river. The 
general opinion is, however, tlnit they will 
concede something, if not to the employes' 
demands, at least to public opinion, which

AN " OLD TIMER'S " FUNERAL. 

John Kurtz Laid at Rest by tho Pioneers or 
Ilritlsli Columbia. 

The late John Kurtz, ono of the pioneers 
of this province, who parsed away on the 
17th inst., was, yesterday, interred at Rosa 
Hay cemetery, with all the honors that the 
friends of his early and later days could 
bestow upon him. 

The body, in a beautiful walnut casket, 
was laid out in tho room of the Pioneer 
Society, and waa viewed with evident 
sorrow by many a venerable old-tinier, as 
well as by friends and associates of later 
days. The colliu-plato bore the simple 
inscription : 

Jons Kurtz, 
Died, Sept. 17tii., 1891. 
aged f>9 if EARS. 
On the breast of the deceased was his 
pioneer's medal, which for years he wore 
with such pride, and at the foot of the 
cotliu was a beautifully worked floral cross, 
placed there as a mark of esteem and 
regard from Lieut.-Governor and Mrs. 
Nelson. Among the other flora] tributes 
were a cross, made up of chrysanthemums, 
violets, mignonette, etc.; a shield "In 
loving memory of John Kurtz," from the 
employes ; a pillow, from L. .Marboouf ; 
a wreath from Mrs. E. Johnson ; wreathes 
from Louis McQuado, Mrs. J. I!. Lovell, 
Mis. E. Pfcrdner, Mrs. Kurtz, Lolly ami 
Emma Sehl, and a variety of cut flowers, 
wreaths, pillows, crosses, etc., from 
other sources. Among the old pioneers 
present, most of whom wore the 
medals of the society, were : His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor, Hon. Theo. Davie; 
Hon. D. W. Higgins, Captain Power, J. B. 
Lovell, W. Humphrey, .John Teaguo, J. 
Loewen, E. C. Johnson, Morris Mo38, C. A. 
Lombard, Joshua Davies, M. \V. Wuitt, 
Robt. Ridley, F. S. Laniard, M.P., L. Erb, 
W. P. Sayward, Samuel Adler, Thomas 
Shot bolt, Joseph Sears, W. Templeman, 
Noah Shakespeare, Samuel Rakes, P. Rickey, 
J. J. Austin, Thomas Flewin, Aid. Robert- 
son, J. Stevens, P. Pferdner, Thos. Garvin, 
Dr. MeCandless, J. Allen, Frank Page, G. 
Fairbrother, T. J. Partridge, Aid. Coughlan, 
J. Clearihue, C. Rossi, Thomas J. Rurnes, 
J. Muirhead, Hy. Mansell, I. Lruvormau, 
L. Marboauf, W. Wilson, George Cicero. 
Many ladies passed into the room to take a 
last look at the deceased beforo the casket 
was covered. Previous to the removal of the 
casket the employes of the factory stood 
round the remains of their beloved employer 
ami were photographed by Mr. Jones. The 
casket was then removed, the pall-bearers 
being Hon. Theo. Davie, Hon. D. W. Hig- 
gins, Captain Power, J. B. Lovell, \\ . Hum- 
phrey, J. Loewen, E. C. Johnson, and Mori is 
Moss. The remains were taken to to the 
cathedral, where the solemn and impressive 
service of the Church of England was read 
by Rev. H. Kinghain. The cortege then 
moved on to the cemetery, where another 
photograph was taken. The funeral proces- 
sion was a very long one, not less than fifty 
carriages following the hearse, while hun- 
dreds of the friends of deceased accompani- 
ed the body to its last resting place. 



B. C AGRICULTURAL SHOW. 

Preparing for the Great Event of tho Year— 
The liulldlnira Receiving tho Finishing 
Touches. 

Active preparations are being made for 
the great event of the year— the annual 
show of the B.C. Agricultural Society. The 
spacious new buildings are now almost 
complete. They are receiving the finishing 
touches, and in the course of the next few 
days will be handed over by the contractors. 
The grounds are being put in splendid order, 
and no efforts are being spared to put the 
whole place in first-class condition lor tho 
reception of every class of exhibit. '1 he 
buildings are commodious and admirably 
suited for the grand display which will, no 
doubt, be made. A large st ill' of workmen 
are engaged getting the machinery in order, 
the powerful boiler from tiie Albion Iron 
Works being, yesterday, placed in position. 
The demand for space is good, and from 
present indications it ia clear there will not 
be a foot of room to spare. The arrange- 
ments are about perfected for the placing 
of exhibits, and, though great in variety, 
everything is so judiciously classified that 
visitors will be enabled to take in the show 
Without any trouble. It has been suggested 
that an aquarium would prove a decided 
attraction, considering the groat into test 
taken in the fisheries of this province. The 
management, however, se.:in to think that 
there will not be time to get up a creditable 
or fairly representative show of the finny 
tribe, which abound in our streams, lakes 
and seaboard. 

The visitors to the grounds every day ox- 
press themselves highly pleased with the 
buildings and their general arrangements. 
Among the visitors, yesterday, were Mr. T. 
Earle, M.P., and Mrs. Earle, Mr. T. S. 
Gore, Deputy Commissioner of Lands anil 
works; D. R. Ker, Win. Dalby, nnd s-vcrnl 
others. Mr. Earle says the buildings are 
very fine, and highly suitable for the pur- 
poses for which they are intended. He 
ventured out on the roof of the main build- 
ing, from which a grand view is to be ob- 
tained, and from this vantage point the 
grounds anil general lay-out look their best. 
Favored with line weather, Mr. Earle ex- 
pects to see a large gathering on the show 
grounds during exhibition week. The 
driving track is being put in grand condi- 
tion, being evened up, and, with the aid of 
Jumbo, made as level almost ns a billiard 
table. The rails of the electric tramway 
company have been laid to within a short 
distance of the exhibition grounds, and by 
opening day the ears will lie running. A 
six-foot sidewalk is alto in course of con- 
struction, and will be down in due time. 

Mr. D. R. Ker, President of the Agricul- 
tural Society, is sanguine that the exhibi- 
tion will be a groat success, and this confi- 
dence is shared in by every member of the 
committee and the general public.

STARTED IN THE HOLD. 

Stowaway Found on tho Steamer Stockholm 
City-Will Go Back, 

Boston. Sopt. 18.— Captain Thomas of tho 
steamer Stockholm City, which arrived from 
London, yesterday, reports that on Soptembor 
1 tho boatswain heard somo one groaning in 
tho hold. 

On removing tho cover of a ventilator the 
upturned face of a man could bo seen in tho 
lower hold. Ho asked in a feeble video for 
water, which woh lowered to him through tko 
ventilator. It was nooiesary to hcavo ip 
about 30 tons of tho cargo and cut through two 
hatches to reach the man. 

Ho said ho was Carl Wolsman, and ho had 
been In tho hold from August 27. He had 
nothing to oat but crackers, a quantity of 
which wag found in his pocke's for future 
consumption.

A RUSSIAN PLOT. 

The Capture of Constantinople Meditated by 
the Czar. 

Berlin, Sept. 17.— The latest. Information 
leaves no doubt that the gathering of an im- 
mense Russian forco in Uesaarabia was in- 
tended na part of n plot to enpturo Constan- 
tinople by means of a Hussion floet and army. 
This plot has miscarried and mutters go on 
with tho sublime porto much ns over, the 
country being bankrupt and oven tho sultan 
having to curtail his household exi enditurca. 

The mention of tho .Mityleno incident was. 
the first iiilimation to Russia that an English 
lleet was near tho Dardanelles p-eparcd to net 
in case of necessity should Itussin continuo to- 
send her vessels of war through the straits.

of Militia. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept, 12.— Next week parliament 
will tuko tho somewhat unusual course, of 
voting an uddr«ss to llor Majesty asking for 
imperial legislation to mako it clear that the 
parliament of Canada has tho right to legislate 
■on tho subject of Canadian copyright, Both 
parties are ut one in their determination to 
liocuro for Canada the rights which we claimed 
under tho act passed in the session of ISS'J. Sir 
John Thompson, once ho makes up his mind to 
a certain courso of action, will not be deterred 
by threats from following tho straight path of 
ilut.y if ho knows tho stand ho is Inking he cor- 
rect. If tho Canadian public only knew of ail 
(Jio different matters with which the govern- 
ment of Canada had been in controversy with 
the colonial oillco of late years it would bo a 
matter of surprise to them. The people of 
Downing street seem to have not quite got 
over the traditions of 2i> or years ago, when 
Lite colonies were looked upon as mere appan- 
ages of too crown, lo bo dealt with as " my 
lords" might think proper, it was, doubtless, 
considerable of a surprise to the nabobs of the 
colonial otilco to find that a " blawstod colonist" 
like bir John Thompson had tho temerity to 
dispute the imperial View on the copy- 
right question. Tho influence of the 
English publisher is very great. Ui 
lute years the younger soi s of tho 
nobility have allied themselves with publish- 
ing companies, thereby strengthening this 
powerful interest, in addition, xutnors them- 
nelves united m an organization called the 
Soeiety of Authors— which is nothing more or 
less than a- trades' union. This society has 
made an energetic light against the Uanad an 
Copyright Act, hut, one by one, our able Min- 
ister of Justice has oTorturned their argu- 
iikiiIs, until, to-day, the right of Canada to 
legislate on t his subject, is practically conceded. 
tno law officers of tho Crown, however, insist 
tint legislation is necessary to remove any ex- 
isting doubts, and it was expected that during 
the past session a bill would have been intro- 
duced to make it clear that Canada has tho 
right to deal with tho subject. With the 
usual dilatoriness of Downing street, tho mat- 
ter hns been overlooked, and, accordingly, Mr. 
Thompson proposes to invoke t he aid of Pari. a- 
meat for tho purpose of applying an incentive 
to the Imperial authorities Tho English gov- 
ernment, when it receives the joint addross of 
the Parliament of Canada, will tlv n probably 
realize that tho people of the Dominion are de- 
termined to have sovereign power to legislate 
upon all questions affecting themselves. 

THE Nf-XT GOVEKNOIt OK URITIdll COLUMBIA. 

Considerable speculation is being indulged in 
as to who will be tho fortunate occupant of 
Carey Castle next year, when Lieut. -Governor 
Nelson's term of office expires. Mr. Dewd- 
Ticy'a mime has boon mentioned in connection 
with tho ollle !, but from all thatcan be learned 
Tiero the feeling, among the representatives of 
tho province is in favor of tho oliico going to 
anoint r gontloman, Mr. Dewdnoy, ns .Minister 
■of the Interior, has shown himself well quali- 
fied for that position. Ho may not bo a good 
speaker, but us an administrator, possessing a 
thorough grasp of all tho details of his Depart- 
ment, the present Minister of tho Interior has 
notbo=n excelled. Ono cannot predict what 
Mr. Dewdnoy's position will ho when tho cabi- 
net re-organization takes place. Ho may bo 
continued in his present portfolio, or ho may 
hare to step on ono side. Tho feeling through- 
outthe country undoubtedly is thatMr. Abbott 
.should introduce srmo new blood into tho min- 
istry, and my own impression is that ho will. 
In regard to Mr. Dewdney, however, tho foel- 
ing prevalent here is that ho has had a fair 
i.ii. ire ot tno good things of ofilco, 
.and that so far as tho Uoverno.- 
sliip of British Columbia is concerned 
lie can well Btoo on ono tide. I understand 
that Mr. Mara, M.P., is the unanimous choico 
ut the live other representatives from British 
Columbia. During tho six or soron years that 
lie has been in Parliament, Mi- Mara has proven 
himself to bo a model representative. When- 
ever British Columbia bus wanted a man 10 
speak for her, Mr. Mara has stopped into tho 
.bruaoh, and although not obtrusive iu tho 
House, he has won the rospect of both sides by 
iiis sterling qualities of head and heart. In 
addition lo his experience in tho House t.f 
Commons, your own people are well aware of 
itne services which he rendered to the province 
.ns a luembci of the Local Legislature. Ho has 
represented British Columbia at a loss of both 
time and money, and it seems a tilling reward 
to him that ho should now receive tho highest 
position in British Columbia in the gifioftho 
Uovernmont The administration is guided in 
its choico of a Governor, by the recommenda- 
tions made to it, and, with the endorsa! ion of all 
Uio provincial lepruseiitnlives in Pari anient, 
there Booms littio doubt that Mr. Mara is tho 
coming man. 

TIIE INVESTIGATIONS. 

Day after day during tho past week tho in- 
vestigating committees have been hard at 
work. The Cochrane committee has taken all 
tho evidence that it is possible to obtain in 
regard to the charge against the member for 
East Northumberland, and before this letter 
reaches British Columbia the ropott of tho 
committee will have been made public. One 
cannot but feel a sincere regret that these 
charges should huvo been preferred against 
Mr. Cochrane, lie is a poor man to-day, simply 
because he has had to carry tho standard f r 
the Conservative parly in his riding. IVhonhe 
first enter, d polities, Sir, Cochrane was a pros- 
perous farmer, hut his experiences in liost 
Northumberland as an M.P. h ive been almost 
as severe as those of Dr. Montague in Hnldi- 
•maud. Mr. Cochrane had to face threo elec- 
tions in as many years, nnd nn election in an 
Oataiio county cannot bo run without money. 
The result is that Mr. Cochrane to-day, al- 
though he holds his f ir - ", Is an impoverished 
man. and ho has to thank, or curse, politics fol- 
ic Tho manner in which the charges against 
liimol peddling tho patronage of tho county 
came lu bo made, was a statement by somebody 
in tne ri ling that Mr. Cochrane was selling a 
number of positions as bridgo-koepors for the I 
purpose of raising tho mortgage on his farm 
but I ho evidence clearly proves that, no matter 
how the political committo-' iu tho riding may 
have acted, and what moneys thov may have 
levied from oflico holders, -M r. Cochrane him* 
Helf has, not benefitted by one cent, noithor does 
il appear that he countenanced the action of 
tin; conimiteee. 

The revelations in connection with thU in- 
vestigation have so- members thinking that it is 
about lime tho Government and the Federal 
legislature Look some steps towards freeing 
I hem from the worry which theyaro now put to 
in, the matter of distributing appointments In 
their respective constituencies. Time and 
again have I heard it said by Conservative 
members ot parliament, after they havesp.nt 
-days and days in trotting round t he depart- 
mental buildings, bothering ministers over the 
appointments of lighthouse keepers, post- 
in istorshlps.sub-collcctorshlps and ot her minor 
offices, ill d they would ten times rather bo 
in opposition than put up with the 
.annoyance which now falls to their lot. Twen- 
ty men in n eouni y apply for peine small posi- 
tion, ono only can got it and nineteen are dis- 
appointed. .Some of them become "huffed," 
others go over to the enemy, and the result is 
that tho member's life is mudo a burden to him 
m concilia ing adverse interests and smooth- 
ing over offended dignity. I know that a strong 
fooling is growing un that appointments in tho 
•Civil service, with thooxcopiion of n few which 
the Government should lightly retain iu is 
hands, as, for instance, city postinastoiships 
and eollcclorships of customs and inland rove 
nuo— should be awarded oil tho competitive 
principle, as In England. Over there, supposing 
lull excise officers are wanted, nil advertise- 
ment is inserted in tho nubile press stating 
that examinations will bo bold In a given num- 
ber of oitios or towns, Tho candidates duly en- 
roll t bemselves, they present themselves for 
exam ination on t lie day niipointcd.nnil, if there 
are 1,000 candidates, the highest hundred are 
awarded tho positions, according to the marks 
fh"V have received. This Is a S.NBtCIll which 
ou'ld ho adopt, d ••dvantagcously in Canada as 
respocts minor offices.

I.oxnox. Sept. 18.— The Sultan has deemed 
the moment opportune to emphasize tho entente 
between tho l'orto and tho Franco-Russian 
alliance by conferring upon M. Ribot, tho 
French foreign minister, the Brand cordon of 
tho order of Osm in, and upon Mine. Hibet the 
decoration of Nichanl-Chefnkat, an order for 
Indies founded by tho Sultan himself. The bo 
Stowal of the=o distinctions is announced to 
the diplomatic circles in Constantinople to- 
night 

Associated with this news the British foreign 
ollice has received advices from Sir William 
Wliite, tho British ambassador at Constan- 
ts iple, lo the etl'e t that .-'aid Pasha has 
sent a report f nun the government of Smyrna 
on tho Mltyleno incident, with a note re- 
peating in urgent terms the Porto's re- 
quest for an explanation. Sir William 
White does not mention any receipt of 
information concerning the report from 
Admiral Lord Kerr, on which a response 
ought to be based. The delaying of the 
reply tends to confirm the holier that. Admiral 
Kerr aotod under orders, and that it was not 
chance that caused the manoeuvres Sigrl, it is 
behoved, was select d as an unobtrusive place 
t i i licet a suggestive demonstration, i-ir Wil- 
liam U bite certainly is not hampered in mak- 
ing an explanation by the absence of a com- 
munication from the Levant, squadron. The 
admiralty is known to have received a report 
from Admiral Kerr, telegraphed through Con- 
stantinople, presumably through t lm medium 
of tho British embassy. If Admiral Kerr acted 
under Inst, uctions. Lord .Salisbury s explana- 
tion may r st upon the fact that the Poite had 
long neeorJo l tho privilege of u nn'Ruvreing 
and drilling on tho islands of tho archip lugo. 
Whatever tho nature of tho response, il will 
not be apologot lo.

The Kiiiiirr Given Offence. 

London, Sept. 19. — A Vienna dispatch 
says a painful impression lias been produced 
in the highest Austrian circles by tho report 
of the Kaiser's remark about Napoleon the 
First, and anxiety is expressed that he will 
be able to deny it. The house of Hupsburg, 
strange as it may eoeni, 1ms Napoleon en- 
rolled as one of its connections by marriage, 
and does not like the suggestion thut the 
Arch-Duchess Maria Louise was married to 
a parvenu. Vienna papers treat the matter 
cautiously, and are wailing for a new and 
amended version of what the Kaiser said. 
Should it he continued that he said the 
Scurrilous fwords, he will find he has of- 
fended more than the French, for the Aus- 
trian Imperial family, who accepted the tirst 
Napoleon into their house, are the proudest 
in Europe, and look upon the Prussian royal 
family aa parvenus in comparison. It is 
suggested by a writer that tho King of 
Sweden, who, from his situation, would be 
a potent factor in any war involving Russia 
and Germany, cannot be pleased to hear the 
German Emperor talk about parvenus, the 
King himself being descended from one of 
Napoleon's generals. 

Mining Disturbances In Germany. 

Berlin, Sept. 19. — Serious trouble has 
occurred among the millers at lierclium, 
wdicro a number of strikers set upon the 
managers of the mines, who were attempt- 
ing to enforce discipline, and nearly killed 
several of them. Herr Dickmann, manager 
of the Kintracht pit, was beaten into in 
sensibility und lies in a precarious condi 
tion.

Owing to his prominence, his arrest causes 
a great Bensation. 

Anll-Uii»<ilnii Feeling. 

Vienna, Sept. 19. — Advices from War- 
saw say that the Polish Catholic clergy find 
no gruond for satisfaction in the concilia- 
tory attitude adopted by the Vati- 
can towards Russia. The synod and the 
political authorities lose no opportunity to 
humiliate the Polish clergy, whose com- 
plaints to the Vatican are responded to by 
injunctions to submit to the necessities of 
the situation. They declare they will con- 
tinue to protest against the brutality of 
Russia and demand justice, und if war 
comes they will rise en masse against the 
" Russian butchers." 

Pelcr'n I'encc. 

Rome, Sept. 18.— The French pilgrims, 
whose visit to tho Vatican in large numbers 
has afforded such great gratification to the 
Pope, have furnished a substantial memor- 
ial in tho shape of 000,000 francs to Peter's 
pence, on behalf of the French people.

The OregoniaVi lipids a good deal more 
information than it possesses with respect 
to the effects of reciprocity in trade be- 
twoen Canada and the United States, while 
the old treaty was in force. It says: — 

"The only reciprocity the Canadian min- 
istry 1ms ever shown any disposition to con- 
sider is free admission of raw materials and 
such coarse manufactures as they cannot 
import from Ore.it Britain, leaving high 
duties on the hulk of the manufacturers 
list. This sort was tried in 185.'!, and for 
twelve years after, and proved a one-sided 
and losing arrangement for the United 
States, though exceedingly profitable to 
Canada. Cuuada is an exporter of raw 
materials and an importer of manufactures. 
Under this treaty she found a market for 
the former here at the expense of our 
own producers, and got the latter fiom 
England, giving our industries no benefit 
from the arrangement. This treaty was 
abandoned in disgust by the United States 
as soon as it was possible to do so. It is 
very certain that it will never be renewed. 

The sort of reciprocal trade that was 
effected under the reciprocity treaty of 1834 
was very f.ir, indeed, from being a " losing 
arrangement " as far as the United States 
was concerned. It was, on the contrary, 
most profitable to its citizens. Commercial 
considerations had nothing to do with its 
abrogation. The Americans were dis- 
pleased because many Canadians sym- 
pathized with the South and were not 
backward in expressing their feelings. This 
naturally made the majority in the North 
angry, and to punish the Canadians because 
some of them sided with the weaker party, 
and encouraged the under-dog in the light 
—as men of tho Auglo-Saxon race arc wont 
to do— the triumphant party as soon as the 
war was over, and, before the angry feeling 
had time to subside, urged upon Congress 
to abrogate the reciprocity treaty. There 
were even then many Americans who 
thought the act a foolish one, for they know 
that under the treaty Americans made 
more money out of Canadians than Cana- 
dians did out of Americans. 

The Oregonian predicts that the negotia- 
tions for reciprocity, which ure to be re- 
opened on the 12th of next month, will 
come to nothing, that the United States 
Government will not agree to any 
proposal which Canadians, as long 
as the present administration is in 
power, are likely to make. It seems 
to know all about tho business, both what 
/.he Canadians intend to offer, and what 
action the American negotiators will take. 
Here is how it prophesies : 

"It is certain, therefore, that the mission 
of the Canadian commissioners to Washing- 
ton will be fruitless. They will go under 
instructions to negotiate upon a b.isis Inad- 
missible by the other party. The conference 
willtfiome to an end as soon as they outline 
their views. The upshot of the whole 
reciprocity business is that there is no 
chanco for reciprocity between Canada and 
the United States eo long as the Tory party 
remains in power there." 

"Never prophesy unless you know," was 
the wise advice which a shrewd American 
gave his countrymen, and we take the 
liberty to hint that our Portland contempor- 
ary may yet repent that it did not give 
heed to such prudent counsel. It should 
have kept in mind another epigram uttered 
by an observant Frenchman, which is — "It 
is the unexpected that happens." 

77/ A' COASTING TRADE. 

The interview of the Committee of the 
Board of Trade with the Present of the 
E. & N. Railway Company, must have 
cleared away from the minds of many a 
good deal of misapprehension. As reg'irils 
the railway freight rates, .Mr. Dunsmuir 
showed very clearly that they compare fav- 
. orably, from the customers' point of view, 
•with the rates for the same distances of 
the Canadian Pacific, or any other railroad 
on the continent. This is tho more singu- 
lar, ns the Island road is a short one and 
not connected with any other. The rates on 
railways so circumstanced are generally 
proportionately higher than on long lines, 
or on short roads that form part of a great 
system. It is evident from the compari- 
sons made at the interview that the users of 
the K. k N. Railway have no reason to 
complain of the rates charged. 

It seems to us that the committee, when 
fit went to urge upon tho Messrs. Dunsmuir 
the necessity of providing more and better 
steamboat accommodation for the East 
■ coast of the island of Vancouver, should have 
.been prepared to show them that the 
traffic, ac'iial and prospective, between 
Victoria and Comox and intervening points, 
would warrant their going to the expense 
of providing more and better steamer ac- 
commodation. But it does not scorn that 
they had any information to give them on 
this head. Of course it is a tine thing to be 
patriotic and public-spirited, but it is not to 
be expected that business men can bo in- 
duced to go into a butiftess enterprise unless 
there is boiuo prospect, near or remote, of 
its becoming profitable 

It is certainly surprising how fast busi- 
ness grows in a new country. It often hap- 
pens that undertakings which, when they 
are started, appeur altogether too largo and 
too expensive for the country at its then 
atugo of advancement, soon begin to grow 



and prosper, and in an astonishingly short 
time need to bo improved and extended. 
This may, und probably will, be tho caso 
with the coasting trade on tho cast side of 
this island, and if the committee were in a 
position to prove by facts and figures that 
tho traffic warrants the K. & N. Railway 
Co. in making the changes which 
they believe to be necessary, their 
work would bo much easier and a great 
deal moro likely to be successful. It is 
just possible that, although the steamer at 
present engaged in that trade does not pay, 
a boat that goes faster and has better ac- 
commodations might pay well; but before 
men can be expected to invest their money 
in a better and a bigger boat, they must be 
shown how it can be made to pay. It 
seems to us that in this very important 
matter the want of iiccurato information 
prevents those who turn their attention to 
it, coming to such conclusions as business 
men consider rational. 

It is easy to say that this should bo 
done and that should be done, but it is 
by no means so easy to decide is it worth 
doing. It is not to be expected that any 
individual or any company will continue 
lor any length of time to carry passengers 
and goods from one point to another, no 
matter how much the service may be need- 
ed, at a loss. There must he present profit 
or tho prospect of prolit in the not-distant 
future, or capitalists will refuse to engage 
iu the enterprise. The steamboat service 
between Victoria and Comox does not puy 
at present and it is evidently Mr. Duiu- 
muir's opinion that it cannot be made 
to pay for some time to come. The Ally 
way in which the required improvements 
can be secured is, he thinks, by giving a 
better boat a good subsidy. He has ex- 
pressed li 13 willingness to put a boat which 
will cost §100,000 to construct and equip 
on the route, for a subsidy of §12,000 a 
year. This appears to be a large sum, but 
it is for the Government to consider if the 
advantages, direct and indirect, which tho 
province will derive from the service, will 
not be worth much more than that sum an- 
nually. 

The very small sum which the 
steamer get for carrying the mai's was a 
surpi ise to the members of tho deputation. 
A great deal more money is given for a 
smaller service iu other parts of the Domin- 
ion. All that the railway company and 
steamboat owners get for carrying the mails 
is somewhere about §1 ,.500 a year. If ten 
times that sum were given there would be 
some inducement for men of enterprise to 
give the people of the east coast and the 
islands adjacent thereto all the steamboat 
accommodation they require for many yeara 
to come. 



UNFO UXDED SUSPICION. 

The Nanaimo Free Press wishes to create 
the impression that we, with some object 
in view which it says "in the present 
juncture is only too apparent," published 
the item of news with respect to the notices 
posted on the loth inst. at the Vancouver 
Company's mines. The Free Press, as 
every one knows, possesses a wondeiful 
faculty for discerning things invisible to 
ordinary mortals. We have no hesitation 
in telling the Free Press, and all the rest of 
the world, what our object was at " this 
juncture,'' and at all times. It was very 
apparent, certainly. It was simply and 
solely to give our readers the latest news. 
And we plead guilty to tacking it on to the 
" other portion of our Nanaimo news des- 
pitch." Our contemporary did not surely 
expect us to place it among our cable tele- 
grams, or to tuck it on to our Ottawa 
special ? The item, therefore, was in its 
right place, and the news came by tele- 
graph. Here is the telegram verbatim : 
" Not yet (mistake-for ' notice ') at mines, all 
won't puy levy will be discharged." 

We hop; that the Free Press is now 
satisfied that the COLONIST night editor did 
not manufacture the telegram. The para 
giaph to which exception has been taken, 
differs slightly in form from tho telegram, 
hilt it is precisely the same in souse.

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AMERICAN NEWS. 

Frclslit Trnlns Wrecked. 

Pout Byron, N. Y., Sept. 18.— A bud 
wreck occurred on the Now York Central 
railroad, at 2 o'clock, this morning. The 
east-bound freight, in charge of Conductor 
Clark, while stopping here for water, was 
struck by another east-bound freight. Ten 
cars were smashed and three tracks were 
blocked. The wrecked cars were loaded 
with oats, live stock, lime, Hour, whisky, 
etc. The engine and caboose were ruined, 
20 head of sheep and 23 head of hogs were 
killed, and two colored men, who were 
stealing a ride on the freight, were seriously 
injured. One of them received internal in- 
juries and his recovery is doubtful. Engi- 
neer Powell ami the fireman escaped by 
jumping. The work of clearing the track 
will occupy most of the day. Freight trains 
nro blocked here for miles, and only two 
trucks are clear. 

Blood-GurrtlluK Incident. 

Rush City, Minn., Sept. IS.— One of the 
most blood-curdling accidents that has ever 
occurred in this country took place just be- 
fore daylight, Tuesday morning, at the 
home of John Bannehan, whose wife died 
Monday afternoon. The body was prepared 
for burial and placed in the parlor. Mrs. 
Potter, a sister of Mrs. Bannehan, put a 
boiler on the stove, containing what she 
supposed to be water, but which proved to 
be 10 gallons of kerosene, which hud been 
emptied into the boiler from a leaking can. 
The oil soon began to boil, anil in 10 min- 
utes exploded, setting the house on fire in a 
dozen places. Flames soon enveloped the 
parlor and set on lire the corpse and the 
colb'u, the lid of which had not been 
fastened. Frank and Philip Bannehan, sons 
of the dead woman, rushed through the 
flames and tried to secure the body, but 
were driven back. John Bannehan, another 
son rushed in from another room and grasp- 
ing the remains ran through the sheet of 
fire. His hands and face were burned to u 
blister and he will die. , Mr. Bannehan, sr., 
anil Miss Lizzie Stenger jumped from a 
second-story window, the latter being ren- 
dered unconscious by her bruises. The 
house was burned to the ground in 20 
minutes. 

Violated flie Moil us Vivendi. 

Washington City, Sept. 18.— Sir Julian 
Puuncefote, the British minister, has ollici- 
ally called the attention of the United 
States to the violation of the terms of the 
JAwtn-s Vivendi in effect between the two 
countries as to the catch of seals in Bchring 
Sea. By the agreement between the two 
countries, the North American Commercial 
Company, which leases the seal islands 
from the United States, had been restricted 
in the catch of s»ala this year to 7,000 
skins. It is alleged that tho Commercial 
company has exceeded this catch, thus vio- 
lating the Modua Vivendi, and the British 
government has called the United States to 
account for it. Special Agent Williams, 
of tho treasury department, hail his report 
to-day forwarded to the state department, 
with a request that its contents he laid be- 
fore the Briti-h minister for transmission to 
the foreign office in London. The contents 
of the report cannot be accurately ascer- 
tained, but it is understood he makes the 
admission that the North American Com- 
pany has exceeded the limit of the catch of 
7,000 fixed by the Modus Vivendi. The 
matter is regard'd as quite important, and 
■may lead to the Modus Vivendi being de- 
clared inoperative after this date. 

Late yesterday afternoon Commissioners 
Mendenhall and Merriam, who were sent to 
Behring Sea to examine and report concern- 
ing the condition of seals anil fisheries 
there, hail a conference with President 
Harrison. They declared a stop must be 
put to the killing of seals in the open sea 
for several years, if it is desired to perpet- 
uate_this species of fur-bearing animal. 

THE WESTMINSTER SOUTHERN- 

Be-Oreanizatlon of tho Road Completed In 
Flue Snap*— From New Westminster to 
Portland-List of the New Olliccra and 
Directors. 

While President James J. Hill of the Great 
Northern was in Washington ho completed 
tho organization of tho Great- Northern linos 
from Now Westminster to Portland.

HEALTH AND HOLINESS. 

By Veil. F. W. Farrar, D.D., F.R-S , Arch- 
deacon of Westminster, Preached In 
WfBtlnlllBter Abbey, Sunday Afternoon, 
Aug. 1C>, 1891, to the llelegates to the 
Interniitiuniil Congress of Hygiene and 
Uemograpby, 

1 have beon speaking for the last two Sun- 
days of the moral law of Cod in nil iu stern 
and inexorable benetieooeu, and 1 should 
naturally have pursued that subject this 
afternoon, but t lie place in which wo have 
met has stood for centuries in the very ceutre 
of the great stream of Knglish life and Kng- 
lUIl history. Yesterday we paid our tribute 
of respect to the memory of the greiil Ameri- 
can poet and critic who tho day previously 
had been laid in his hon >red grave. To-day 
we are honored by the presence of many 
members of the Congress which during the 
past week lias been holding its meetings in 
Loudon, and it is natural and right that I 
should aeeede to the request tu Bpeak ol 
their labors. It might he asked, indeed, 
" What has the Church to do, and what has 
religion to do with a purely secular congress 
composed of men, hers of various churches, 
or perhaps even belonging, some, to no 
church at all?" 1 reply that ivligiou has 
very much to do with it. The religionism 
which cleaves a deep gulf between tilings 
secular mid things sacred is a narrow, bigoted 
religionism. The sphere of religion being as 
wide as humanity, is directly concerned with 
every study and every effort which promotes 
the welfare of man What was the leaching 
which Christ set ? " He had compassion on 
the multitude." He was the good physician 
that " went about doing good." He fed the 
hungry ; He healed the i-ick : He chose ns 
the prototypes of Hit universal mercy the 
hated and heretical Satnaiitun Ullding the 
wounded sufferer whom priests and L' vites 
on the way to their functions and formdilieu 
had left tu perish on the ro id-side If the 
Church of the future is to continue to bo the 
Church of Christ her eulogy v, ill not be mul- 
tiplied services or elaborate ceremonies, or 
curiously articulated ctct-ds, but "I know 
thy works and thy laith, nnd thy pttience 
and thy labor, and thy work-', and the last 
to be more than the Inst." How are we to 
know whether the Church to which we be- 
long is n true church or not t The answer 
is not by hearty assertions, not by uu pro- 
gressive devotion to the obsolete, not by 
organization, not by Formalism which may 
only speak of the decrepitude and unreaiisiu 
of religion— but "by her fruits ye shall 
know her." Her apostolical succession will 
avail nothing it she produce not the apos- 
tolical succession of inspired precentors. 
"The generation which is about to lake out- 
place," says one of the in >sl eloquent bishops, 
"will certainly judge the Church by her 
works; the influence which softens, which 
brightens, which in proves, which elevate-, 
which aweetiiis, which does something for 
human society, which lays its subtle touch 
of healing upon the leprosy "f life, will la- 
welcomed lirst its a I fiend , then as a mes- 
senger of Christ : that which screams, which 
scnlds, which makes its puny Imltx Expur- 
yatoriiiJi, which launches its Lilliputian 
anathemas, will be left severely alone to 
mend its temper and improve its manners. 
I see the people rising i<> their feet, the 
greatest host that time has ever seen ; I bear 
the murmur of millions spi aking to millions 
across the sett in many languages. W hat 
there is in the (iuspello rectify the relations 
of life, to elevate the selfishness of capital, 
to chastise the selfishness of labor, to carry 
to the homes of the poor improvement fot 
the present and hope for the future —that 
will tind eager listeners ; but In the men of 
the near future religion will appear to be 
but a barren and a worth ess stein tin 'ess it 
bear the fruits of luimiiu love. " I hnose, 
then," he says, "which you will -the 
Church which can in'crpret the living word- 
of Christ and continue His ministry ol love, 
or a Church reactionary and retrogressive, 
blundering on in ruinous pie clients, ex- 
tracting from tho present nothing bul its 
bitterness, and from tho past nothing hut 
its mistakes. " 

IlKI. mini s BKCAl'SK HUMANITARIAN, 

I need, then, no upology lor officially in- 
terrupting the course on which 1 was en- 
gaged, to speak of a work eminently re- 
ligions, because eminently humanitarian. 
The work of the Congress which has ne t 
this week is a work which ev< ry minister of 
the Gospel should, with all Ins heart, en- 
courage. The formation of the, Congress 
seven years ago. its annual meetings in one 
of the great capitals of Kurope, as the presi- 
dent of one ot its sections has said, is a 
hopeful sign, a happy pi oof, an omen that 
religious selfishness is being replaced by a 
more social, a mot e beneficent , a more nobly 
altruistic view of life and its duties Ii is 
called tin- International Congress of Hygiene 
— that is, of the scienc e of health, ami ol 
Demography, that is, the study of the life- 
conditions of communities from statistical 
points of view, to prevent the sproti'l of epi- 
demics, to avert the approach and to miti- 
gate the agonies of disease, to minimize in- 
fection in these huge cvei -growing cities, to 
solve the problems of inoculation, to jjive to 
suffering men the priceless blessings of pure 
air, pure water, untainted food, lo dispel, if 
possible, our lurid .mil noxious logs, tu pro- 
tect the dwellers ill unsanitary hues, and 
tho workers in unsanitary trades, to extend 
its merciful aid to infancy and childhood, 
checking overpressure, and giving lo the 
morn of life its natural blessedness, Tli. se 
are the aims of this wide-reaching philan- 
thropy. I call it a truly noble programme 
It gives some, excuse for optimism ; it fur 
nislics large grounds for hope. Such stiul'es, 
such enquiries are all a part of that religion 
which recognizes lint it Christianity is in- 
deed to bo what it claims to be, the noblest 
factor in the advancing progress of the 
world, it must show that it cares for- men's 
mortal bodies as well as for their immortal 
souls, and it must deal with men's present 
woes as well as with their future perils. I 
claim the work of this Conurass us a work 
in the highest Fenso worthy of the Church 
of Christ. 1 believe that it would be blessed 



and approved by Him whose soul trembled 
with sympathy for the most wretched, by 
Him who took the little children in His 
aims, laid I lis hands upon them and blessed 
them, l.y Him who said that even n cup of 
cold water given iu bis name to one of His 
little ones should not miss of its reward. 

My friends, it is the duty, indeed, of every 
one of us to work out our own salvation with 
fear and trembling, but we have read the 
(jospels very igiiorantly if we have not seen 
that the way to show our allegiance to 
Christ is by trying to live as Christ lived. 
To leave the world, if wo can. in our infini- 
tesimal measure, a little wiser, a little 
purer, a little happier, that is the work of 
the true man, and to achieve this alike for 
himself and for his neighbors a man must 
learn that the voice of nature, too, is the 
voice of (lod. I have shown you on former 
.Sundays, that (lod's moral laws are inex- 
orable and exceptionless. He teaches us the 
same lesson by His physical laws. " They 
continue to this daj , according to Thine 
ordinance, for all things serve Thee." 
" .Nature," said the great German thinker, 
"cares nothing for the individual ; she 
tosses her creatures out of nothingness, and 
lolls them not whence they come or whither 
they go : she wraps man round in dn kness, 
anil bids him ever long lor- t he light ; she 
snatches us up in her dance, and whirls us 
mi until we are tired and drop from her 
arms." Yes, but all this lor- our good, and 
here in Westminster Abb y, at the central 
point of a nitron's history, we have ac- 
knowledged again and again that the men 
who have studied best the laws of Nature 
deserve ll nation's gnti| title. Here lies 
Newton, the greatest and one of the whitest 
souls that ever lived ; here lies Sir William 
HiTsehell, who expanded lo our knowledge 
the slurry infinities of heaven : here lies 
Charles Darwin, most consummate of loving 
observers and fearless theorists; here lie 
rail a few of those great physicians who 
showed the hidden springs of disease. 
What have men like these done for us ? 
They have recognized that in the physical 
no less than in the moral world man's well- 
being depends, in large measure, on his 
observation of, and his obedience to, the 
ereat 1 a it's which I > i >d had ordained. And 
(led evidently meant us to study and to ob- 
serve and to obey those law.s 

THE ETERNAL tIAMK OF CHESS. 

Let me borrow the words of one of out- 
most esteemed men of science. "Suppos- 
ing," be says, "it u ere perfectly certain 
that tlje life and fortune of every one of us 
Would one day or other depend on his win- 
ning or losing a game of chess, do not we 
think that we should all consider it a pri- 
mary duty to learn at least the names and 
the moves of the pieces '! Yet it is a very 
plain anil elementary truth that the life, the 
fortunes, the happiness, ot every one of us, 
ami more or less, of those connected with 
us, do depend on our knowing something of 
the rules of the game, infinitely more diffi- 
cult and complicated. It is a game which 
has been played for untold ages, every man 
and woman of us being one of tho two play- 
ers m a game of bis or her own. The chess- 
hoard is the world ; the pieces are the 
phenomena of the universe; the rules of the 
game are what we call the laws of nature. 
I'he player on the other side is hidden from 
us. We know that His play is always just, 
fair and patient, but we know to our cost 
that He never overlooks a mistake or makes 
the smallest allowance for ignorance. To 
the man who plays well the highest stakes 
are paid with overwhelming generosity, and 
the une who plays ill is checkmated without 
haste and without remorse. There is 
famous picture in which a German painter 
has depicted Satan playing with man at 
chess tor his soul. Substitute, says this 
great thinker, "substitute for the mocking 
liend in that picture, a calm, strong angel, 
who, playing tor love, as we say, would 
ratio r lose than win ; I should accept it as 
the image of human life. Now, in no small 
measure, education consists in the laws of 
this mighty game. In other words, educti 
tion is the instruction of the intellect in tin 
l,i ws ot Nature, under which name I include 
not merely things ami their forces, but men, 
and every earnest and even living desire to 
move in harmony with those laws." But 1 
want you to observe that the observation of 
these laws and the study of these facts 
Volvos lessons directly religious. Science 
teaches us exactly what Scripture lead: 
Science, too, has her thundering Sinai of 
(oid ; science, too, preaches the stron; 
beauty of inexorable obligation to God': 
moral requirements; science, too, tells every- 
one ot us that we must keep our bodies i 
temperate soberness and chastity ; scienc 
furnishes decisive confirmation to the first 
table of the Decalogue and overwhelming 
proof of the necessity of the second. Science 
says tn the young fool, bent on his own ruin, 
" I'he body is destroyed by sell-indulgence:" 
Scripture says, "The wages of sin is death :" 
Science says, "You must endure, you must 
abstain, you must give up:" Christ says, 
" If any man will be My disciple, let bin 
deny bimsolf. " In the physical world, tu 
le-s than in the moral world, all tiling! 
wot k together for good to him that lovei 
God. On the "tie hand winds blow and 
waters roll, only to give strength to th 
brave ; on the other hand, if you are a had 
man or bail woman, the eternal powers ar 
against you, and the stars in their courses 
tight for your utter destruction, for in tne 
long tun, as the eternal rule, the wicked do 
not go unpunished ; in the long run, as tin 
general rule, the righteous even in this lift 
are never forsaken ; in the long run, as the 
_'cn ral rule, Nature crushes the wicked ; in 
the long run, and as the general rule, Nature 
justifies the good. 

con's THREE tiREAT llim.ES 
1 claim, then, the work of all these busy 
and eager minds devoted to the illustration 
of natural phenomena and social laws, as 
work which the Church of Cod most heartily 
blessei and approves. Tiny are studying 
with exemplary reverence God's three g 
bibles— of Nature, of history, and of expe- 
rience— their work for the good of humanity 
is u work in the service of Christ. It is 
founded on the conviction that the apparent 
[ indifferenco of Nature merely means the 
I beneficent fixity of the laws of God. Every 
j iriumph of science, which for the good of 
I mankind the present Congress has met to 
promote, has only been rendered possible by 
| the blessed ill variableness of law, and how 
long has been the progress, how glorious 
have been the triumphs of science — 1 1 iiunphs 
not only of beauty and wonder, but also of 
beneficence and power .' It is not only that 
science has expanded the horizons of our 
poor human lite by showing us infinite space 
crowded with unnumbered worlds, infinite 
time peopled by unnumbered existence, in- 
finite realms beneath us as above us, invis- 
ible, but covered with delicate life and 
irridetccnt loveliness, but also she has been a 
gnat archangel of mercy, devoting herself 
to the service of man. Her votaries have 
livhori d-nol to increase the power of despots, 
in add to the magnificence of courts, but to 
extend human happiness, to extinguish 
human pain. Where of old men toiled, 
half blinded and half-naked, iu the mouth 
of furnaces to mix the iron, she now substi- 
tutes mechanical action ; she teaches the 
poor miner to work with perfect safety even 
Mldd the fire damp ; she has seizetl the 
lightning fiash by its wing ol power, and 
made it a toilsome servant of work to light 
our houses, to t urn the wheels of our mech- 
anism, to carry our messages under the 



bases of mountains and under stormy bil- 
lows into the green cold deptbsof u'nfathomcd 
seas; she is lulling the sufferer by antesthe- 
sia to be us an infant on its mother's breast 
while the well-skilled operator uses the 
knife ; she has restored eyes to the blind 
and bearing to the deaf; she has lengthened 
life, she has minimized danger, she lias con- 
trolled madness, she has exorcised the 
ghastly phantoms of many u disease. Tho 
ardor of her exertions has ever been in pro- 
portion to their usefulness. There are some, 
as St. Bernard says, who desire to know 
only that they may know, nnd it is based on 
curiosity ; and some who desire to know 
only that they may be known, and it is 
based on vanity ; anil some who desire to 
know only that they may sell their know- 
ledge, and it is based on covetousness ; but 
there are some also who desire to know tluit 
they may be edified, and it is based on pru- 
dence ; and some who desire to know that 
they may be a blessing to their fellows, and 
it is based on heavenly love. There is not 
one true votary of these studies who would 
not, in the words of our own great Verulam, 
wish to use the knowledge he is daily accu- 
mulating, neither as a couch on which to 
rest, nor as a cloister in which to promenade, 
nor as a turret from which to look down 
upon others, nor lis a fortress from which to 
light against the foe, nor as a workshop for 
gain and merchandise — but as a rich armory 
and treasury for the glory of the character, 
and f- r the ennoblement of human life. I 
say, then, it is a rolliiious work, and there- 
fore one of man's duties, to observe with 
reverence, to observe these great laws which 
will crush out disobedience and also inspire 
his courage. Let us, then, sweep aside with 
somei hing like disdain the apprehension of 
feeble theology that science ever can be bos- 
tile to religion, or that the lessons on the 
great stone table, or on the great book of 
( bid's works, ever can contradict, anything 
which is in reality His work. Science may 
be hostile to much that calls itself religion, 
and science may read in the books of God 
much that is not in accordance with what 
has been taught, as though it was His word, 
but to God's material forces, no less than to 
our living souls, (iod bus given a law which 
cannot be broken. He has no favorites ; He 
is no respecter of persons. It is thus He 
disciplines us to obedience. We trust God 
more because there is in Nature no dovilisl 
element, no wild impulse rushing witherup 
tions into space ; and when we thus set 
Nature making such provision for our joy in 
all the lavish prodigality of her manifold 
ministries, when we see her steadily warn- 
ing us against the self-chosen causes of 
misery and degradation, when we see her 
granting us dominion over her most colossal 
powers by faithful obedience to her own 
laws, when we see her constantly educing 
good out of evil, then we thank our God 
that her steps are measured, her laws un 
changeable, ami that though explanations 
cannot always be wrung from her, nor a 
her secrets be forced out of her clenched and 
gran i to hand, yet we trust her still because 
she is a minister of God. " He makelh the 
winds His spirits, and tho flaming fire His 
ministers." Nay, more, we see there that 
the word " Nature " is but a fashion, a 
sphere, a figure of imagination ; we see that 
Nature is nothing but a reverent synonym 
for (lod's manifestations ; until, growing 
more gratefully convinced by all that the 
genius of His gifteil seekers has revealed to 
us of His natural laws, we turn to His Son 
Jesus Christ to illuminate the darker r 
gions with the gleam of eternity, for the 
teaching of science alone would be terribly 
imperfect. It only attains the full glory of 
'ts meaning to a Christian when it is finally 
supplemented by Him who was the Word of 
God. Nature no less than Christ teaches US 
the first half of the parable of the Prodigal 
Son ; it tells the young fool that his conceit 
and his lust will lead him inevitably to the 
rags and the famine and the swine. More 
than that science cannot tench. Nature, it 
has been said, works with fearful uniformity, 
stern as fate, absolute as tyranny, merciless 
as death ; she has no ear lo hear, no heart 
to pity, no arm to save. Science, which ex 
plains the teaching of Nature, has splendid 
lessons for us, thrilline menaces, inestimabl 
services for us ; but she has no gospel, she 
knows nothing of pardon though she knows 
much of warning, for Nature, taken alone, 
avenges with passionless and pitiless inflex 
ibility the violation ot her laws. 

Science knows nothing, and can know 
nothing, because Nature knows nothing of 
the forgiveness of sins. In the physical 
world there is no forgiveness of sins. It re 
(piited Christ to become man for us to save 
the life of the sinner. What man is there 
of all of us that «inneth not ? It required 
Christ to tell us 'he second half of the pan 
ble of the Prodigal, to tell us of that Father 
who still opens His forgiving arms to His 
hapless and self-ruined prodigals. Science 
says, " Disobey me and thou shalt perish 
Christ says, "Thou bast destroyed thyself, 
but in Me is thy hope.' It is only when we 
have grappled these principles of His teach- 
ings that the cycle of blessed knowledge is 
complete. It is not until we have learned of 
Christ that we are able to say with a perfect 
understanding of what we mean when we 
say, "Though He slay me yet will I put my 
trust in Him." But when we have learned 
to know Christ we can say, knowing the 
Father of Lights, " With Him there is no 
variableness, nor shadows cast by turning. 

All Nature is bul art unknown to thee. 
All chance, direction which thou cans' t not see 
all discord, harmony nor understood. 
All partial evil, universal good. 
In spile of pride, in erring r, ason's spite. 
One trulh is clear: whatever is is right. 

And if that must be limited, if over- 
whelmed and darkened by the exercise of 
our faculties, we again and again fee! our 
faith unequal to this demand upon it, yet 
with indefeasible love, with childlike sul 
mission to (iod, as revealed in His Son, 
Jesus Christ our Lord, we can say, every 
one of us to ourselves ami to one another, 
and this should be enough for us, " Since 
God is love, since it is He that hath made 
us, and not we ourselves, we are His people, 
and the sheep of His pustu'e." There

MOLTKK ON THE BATTLE OP 
KONKtGRA'I z. 

translated from the Gorman by Spenser Wil- 
kinson, in tho " United Eiervico Magazine" 

The historian Hoinricli von Treitscbke 
recently published in the Munich Algemeine 
/eitung a pupor of Moltke's on the battle of 
Koniggratz, which the Field Marshal gavu 
himon May !), 1881, as material for his 
work. The following is a translation of the 
paper : 

" With regard to the decision to fight the 
battle ot Koniggratz, incorrect statements, 
which one writer baa borrowed from another, 
have maintained themselves in military de- 
scriptions and biographies. When His 
Majesty the King reached the army in Bo- 
hemia on June 30, the Crown Prince, with 
the second army, had already, after victo- 
rious battles, passed the Silesian frontier 
mountains, and bad driven back, one by one, 
across the Upper Kibe, the Austrian corps 
which opposed him. Princo Frederick 
Charles, With the first army, had pushed on 
beyond Gitsehin. Both armies could be as- 
sembled at n central point in a single march. 
The advantage of the interior line of opera- 
tions which an army collected in time in 
Bohemia would undoubtedly have enjoyed 
against two Prussian armies advancing re- 
pectively from the north and the east 
necessarily disappeared in proportion as 
these two armies approached one another. 
Field Marshal Benedek could no longer at 
tack the one without being struck in the 
Hank by another. To unite two previously 
separate armies upon the btittlefield itself 1 
onsider the bight st possible achievement of 
strategic leadership, ft, therefore lay in the 
plan of the campaign that tho separation a I 
first inevitable should now be voluntarily 
prolonged, and that direct co-operation 
should he postponed until the moment when 
we should strike upon the enemy's principal 
force. This might be supposed, after- the 
retreat of the foremost Austrian corps, to be 
in a position behind the Kibe, with the 
stream, difficult of passage, in its front, ami 
its wings resting upon two fortresses, 
Josephstadt and Koniggratz. If, as would 
have been easy, the second army bad been 
brought up on to the right bunk of the Elbe, 
all our forces would have stood upon one 
line, say from Konigiobof to Sniidar. There 
would, however, in that case have been 
nothing for it but the frontal attack of a 
formidable position, or in order to turn it a 
(lank march past the enemy's front to Par- 
dubitz, u march which the enemy could in- 
ten upt by advancing to attack, and which 
endangered our communications with Silesia. 
1 1 is true that, without tho union, Prince 
Frederick Charles remained alone opposite 
the Austrian position ; but the Crown 
Prince, who was already on the left bank ol 
the Kibe, could attack in Hank, a position 
which without this help seemed hardly to be 
overcome iu front. What hindrances the 
Aupa might present to this enterprise had 
still to be learned, and accordingly a recon- 
naissance was ordered in the direction of 
Josephstadt. In any case decisive resolves 
must be taken within the next few days- 
no light burden upon him who had to bear 
a responsibility for his advice of which no 
one else relieved him. A council of war 
was never held during this war, nor during 
that which followed it. 

"I am so fortunate as to have a sound 
sleep, which lets me forget the cares of to- 
day and awaken strengthened for the mor- 
row. On .July 2 I hud just lain down when, 
at 11 o'clock, General von Voigts- Rhetz 
quite unexpectedly stepped into my room. 
During the course of the day, at the first 
army, several reconnaissances had taken 
place, which by evening sottled wit h cer- 
tainty that the Austrian army, or at least a 
very considerable part of it, was standing, 
not behind the Kibe, but in front of it on 
the Bistritz. Prince Frederick Charles had, 
in consequence, already ordered a concen- 
tration to the front, and sent on the chief of 
his General Staff with this important intelli- 
gence to the head-quarters at Gitsehin, 
where His Majesty referred him to me. 
There were now no tormenting doubts as to 
what was to be done. I went to the King's 
lodgings, which were on the market place, 
opposite to my own, was immediately ad- 
mitted, and found him lying on his camp- 
bed, of course quite alone. It required few- 
words to describe the favorableness of the 
situation at the moment if full advantage 
were taken of it before the Austrians con- 
tinued their retreat behind the Kibe. His 
Majesty immediately decided to attack the 
enemy early in the morning, on July ,'), from 
all sides. The arrangements already taken 
by Prince Frederick Charles perfectly cor- 
responded with this intention; and the only 
thing was to secure the co operation of the 
Crown Prince, who now stood right on the 
enemy's flank, but in order to reach it had 
a inarch of nine miles to cover. In my lodg- 
ittgs were General Podbielski and Count 
Wartenslaben, who were waiting for me. 
The orders needed for this purpose were 
now immediately drafted, and by twelve 
o'clock were sent off in duplicate by two dif- 
ferent ways to Koniginhof ; and Prince 
Frederick Charles wi'.s informed by the re- 
turning General von Voigts-Khetz of the 
resolution taken. Al -I a.m. I drove with 
my two ofiicers whom I have named to 
Horitz, where we mounted our horses, which 
had been sent on, and rode forward through 
Millowitz It was a dismal wet morning. 
The troops, who hud moved out during the 
night, had to ninke a tiring march. At 
about seven o'clock all were assembled. The 
lirst shots were on the right wing, and the 
fire gradually spread itself over the whole 
front, rather more than four miles long, from 
Necbanitz to Sadowa, It became percepti- 
ble that we had before us not parts but the 
whole of the Austrian army. His Majesty 
the King was about eight o'clock upon the 
Rozkos Hill, in front of Sadowa, where 
Prince Frederick Charles reported. Several 
princes, among them Count Bismarck, joined 
the party, and the suite formed a group so 
considerable that one of the enemy's bat- 
teries sent a few shells across. 

"The plan of buttle distinctly implied 
that the first army should not prematurely 
proceed to a general offensive, but should 
occupy the enemy along bis whole front, anil 
keep him fast until the second army could 
join in. In the first instance, Prince Fred- 
erick Charles must be satisfied with taking 
possession of the line of the Bistritz and the 
villages and woods lying on the brook, in 
order to gain a line that could he held 
against a possible advance of t he enemy, and 
to be able later on to make use of t he cross- 
ings. Hours passed in this operation with- 
out the fighting line perceptibly advancing 
towards the east. There bus been an at 
tempt to make it appear us though the battle, 
already half lost, bad been saved by the 
chance appearance of the Crown Prince. 
The Austrians nowhere pushed across the 
Bistritz. Some of the villages were soon 
taken, and the second army hud the quite 
distinct order to advance ; but, of course, if 
the distances were considered, it could 
hardly be expected to roach the ground be- 
fore noon. It was natural that many were 
impatiently looking out for the Crown 
Prince before that hour; but, there wtis no 
cause for anxiety. \\ hen tho King, in con- 
versation, asked mo what I thought of the 
situation, I replied, ' Your Majesty will win 
to day, not only the battle, but the cam- 
paign. ' The situation recalled the battle of 
Bautzen, where the right French wing re- 
peatedly and preasingly begged to he rein- 
forced. The Emperor, instead, sent only 



the answer, 'A trots heurts la battaitle sera 
ijaijnte,' because at that hour Marshal Ney 
must strike on tho right Hank of the ullies. 
Close in front of us lay the wood of Sadowa, 
in which the brigade von Horn received a 
vigorous fire from the enemy's artillery. 1 
remember how a doe rushed with high leaps 
right between the parties halted behind the 
wood. I rode with Wartenslaben some dis- 
tance forward on the high road leading to 
Lipa, where we met an ox without a muster 
walking quietly along undisturbed by the 
shells which were striking on its right and 
left. It was evidently a very strong line of 
guns which had come up opposite the wood. 
The attempt to storm it in front could have 
no success, and I succeeded in countermand- 
ing in time an order which bad already been 
issued with that intent. On the other hand, 
the Austrian infantry was unable to push 
forward at this point. The only really dan- 
gerous situation was that of General von 
Fransecki in bis heroic defence of the Mas- 
lowed wootl, and to him the first army corps, 
which had received its instructions as early 
as a.m., would have been able to bring a 
much-desired help if it had started early. 
Beyond this wood stood out, sharply marked 
against the horizon, a knoll crowned by only 
two trees. It was the hill of Hoienowes, 
towards which our looks had long been di- 
rected. Now about 1 1 a. m there rose from 
it the white cloud of a firing battery. As 
the bill was not attacked by the first array, 
this fire could he directed only against 
I loops of the second army; and one kept 
saying to one's self with delight, ' the Crown 
Prince has come up.' In the opposite direc- 
tion, too, the powder smoke revealed an ad- 
vance of General von Herwarth from Ne- 
chaniiz against the enemy's left wing. 

" About two o'clock the Hash of the guns 
turned towards us showed that the bill of 
Horenowes was occupied by the second 
army. Meanwhile, the artillery combat of 
hundreds of guns continued along the whole 
front of the Bistritz. The infantry had 
already taken possession of most of tbecross- 
ings, when, soon after three o'clock, move- 
ments to the rear and a partial retirement 
of batteries were perceived. The whole first 
army now advanced ; the cavalry was 
brought to the front, and with it the King 
followed across the bridge of Sowetitz. The 
road led past the great battery, which had 
so long prevented the debouching from the 
wood of Sadowa, and it held on to its posi- 
tion, firing, until the last moment It had 
then been possible to remove only ti portion 
of the guns; ten 8-poundcrs had been left 
standing. Men and horses lay dead or 
wounded on the ground. At a sharp pace 
we then passed over the space, in which the 
st niggle had cost sacrifices from which the 
eye prefers to turn away. Langenhof was 
still occupied by scattered combatants, and 
rifle shots were fired at it. However, we 
still moved forward, and soon had the spec- 
tacle of tbo great charge of the Austrian re- 
serve cavalry and of the confused cavalry 
combats which followed it. Meantime the 
Austrian infantry had gained a considerable 
start, and were nowhere more to be seen 
But instead their brave artillery bad taken 
an extended position sidewards from Konig- 
gratz, and protected the further retreat. 
At six o'clock al! parts of both armies, ad- 
vancing from three sides, were assembled 
upon t lie battlefield — more than 200,000 
men upon about four square miles. To un- 
ravel this knot on the same evening una im- 
possible. The King found a shelter in 
Horitz, but I had to go back with my stall' 
to Gitsehin, where all the bureaux bad re- 
mained. On the way there we met in the 
darkness endless trains of ammunition col- 
umns which had immediately to replace the 
great consumption. Thus it was not till 
midnight that we reached our quarters. In 
the haste and impatience of starting in the 
morning none of us had thought of pro- 
viding himself with something to eat. The 
King, too, had nothing. When in the eve- 
ning the excitement had cooled down, and 
twelve hours had been passed in the saddle, 
hunger came. I received from a Uhlan a 
slice of leberwurxt ; he hud no bread. This 
was all that I had since the night before. 
At Gitsehin iu the night more could not be 
got, though, with some trouble, a cup of 
tea was produced. Feverish with exhaus- 
tion I threw myself in my clothes on the 
bed, for, early in the morning, His Majes- 
ty's approval must he obtained at Horitz 
for the arrangements which now became 
necessary." 

WHEN LONDON WAS A CITY OF 
PA LACKS. 

You have now to learn, what I believe no 
one has yet pointed out, that if London 
could be called a city of churches, it was 
yet more a ciiy of palaces. There were, in 
fact, in London itself, more palaces than iu 
Verona and Florence and Venice anil Genoa 
all together. There was not, it is true, u 
line of marble paluz/.i along the banks of a 
grand canal; there was no Piazza della Sig- 
noria, no Piazza dell' Krbe to show these 
buildings. They were scattered about all 
over the city; they were built without re- 
gard to general effect, and with no idea of 
decoration or picturesqueness; they lay 
hidden in the labyrinthine streets; the 
warehouses stood beside and between them; 
the common people dwelt in narrow courts 
around them, they faced each other on op- 
posite sides of the lanes. 

The palaces belonged to the great nobles, 
and were their town houses; they were 
capacious enough to accommodate the whole 
of a baron's retinue, consisting sometimes of 
four, six, or even eight hundred men. Let 
us remark that the continual presence of 
these lords, anil those following, did much 
more for the city than merely to add to its 
splendor by the erecting of great houses. 
By their presence they kept the place from 
becoming merely a trading centre or an 
aggregate ol merchants; they kept the citi- 
zens in touch with the rest of the kingdom; 
they made the people of London under- 
stand that they belonged to the realm of 
Kngland. When Warwick, the kingmaker, 
rode through the streets to his town house, 
followed by 500 retainers in his livery; 
when King bid ward 1 V. brought wife and 
children to the city, anil ro le out to light 
for his crown; when a royal tournament was 
held in Cbepe — the Queen and her ladies 
looking on— even the boys understood that 
there was more in the world than mere 
buying and selling, importing ami export- 
ing; that everything must not be measured 
by profit; that they were trailers, indeed, 
and yet subjects of an ancient crown; that 
their own prosperity stood or fell with the 
well doing of the country. This it was 
which made the Londoners ardent politi- 
cians from very early times; they knew the 
party leaders; they felt hound to take a 
side; and they quickly perceived that their 
own side always won, which gratified their 
pride. In a word, the presence in their 
midst of kings and nobles made them look 
beyond their walls. London was never a 
Ghent; nor was it a Venice. It was never 
London for itself against the world, but 
always London for Kngland first, and for 
its own interests next. — From "London — 
Plantagenetj" by Walter Besant, in Har- 
per's Magazine, for September.

HOW I 



TOOK H. M. 8. MAJESTjC 
INTO ACTION. 



The following account of an imaginary 
engagement, after the manner of "The 
Rattle of Dorking," originally appeared in 
Murray's Magazine. Jts author is Mr. H. 
I. Arnold-Foster, It was so well received 
that it has been republished by Oassells & 
Co. : 

It was just after seven hells in tho morn- 
ing watch that the look out man on the 
top signalled a vessel hull down on the port 
bow. It was ii fairly bright morning, and 
the distance, as fur as we could calculate, 
between ourselves and the vessel in ques- 
tion was about 12 miles. \\ hoever the 
stranger niinht prove to be, there was little 
necessity for any extra preparation on board 
the Majestic. Throughout the night the 
water-tight doors had been closed; ull mov- 
able bulkheads and unnecessary linings had 
long ugo been removed and stowed. Every 
man knew his station, and there was not 
the slightest occasion to hurry the men 
over their breakfast; the only difficulty was 
to keep them from their fighting stations, 
or from any point from which u view of 
the stranger could be obtained. In a very 
few minutes it became apparent that 
whether friend or foe, the new coiner was 
heading directly for us. Our orders were 
not to seek an engagement ; in this ease it 
wasevidenttli.it we should scarcely liavo 
an opportunity of refusing one, provided 
that we held our course, and that it "as an 
enemy's ship that was in sight. We were 
not long in doubt upon this head. In less 
than ten minutes not only the form hut the 
colors of the stranger became clearly appar- 
ent, and the colors were those which it was 
our duty at any cost to lower. The ship 
itself was as familiar to me as the flag 
which she bore. In these days, when 
photography and an elaborate professional 
literature have recorded the form and pecu- 
liarity of every important ship of war afloat, 
it would have been strange had I not recog- 
nized the formidable lines of the antagonist 
with which we were so suon to be in con- 
flict. I requested Lieut. Mannering to 
communicate my orders with regard 
to laying the two heavy guns 
in the forward turret, and a 
general instruction was passed to the guns 
in the battery to reserve their fire until 
special orders were received from me. By 
this time the ships were within '2, 000 yards 
of each other, the enemy about two points 
on our port bow. Again I saw the bright 
flash spring from her sides, and in a moment 
it was followed by a shook which shook the 
Majestic from stem to stern. This time 
there was no error in tho aim, und the steel 
shot had struck the ship on the thick plat- 
ing abaft the turret. Subsequent examina- 
tion showed a scar six inches deep ; hut the 
blow had been a slanting one, and the pro- 
jectile flew oil' at an angle, and passed into 
the sea astern of US. 

The time had come to give »s good as we 
got. We were not near enough as yet to 
allow of the guns being successfully laid 
by my direction, and 1 passed the word 
down to bring both the turret guns 
to bear upon the enemy, and to fire as soon 
as she came on the sights. With a roar 
and with a crash which shook the tower in 
which I stood, the monster guns spoke 
their lit st word in war. Neither in the 
conning tower nor on the upper deck could 
the result of the shot bo seen, hut the 
signalman in the top gave us tho welcome 
news that one shot at any rate bad gone 
home. The gun's crews immediately com- 
menced reloading, and looking through the 
slit in the tower I watched with intense 
anxiety the course of the enemy. There 
was a discharge from her decks, and in an 
instant there burst forth in front of my 
face, in till appearance on the very bow of 
the Majestic, a sheet of flame, followed by 
a crack like the rending of the thundcrloud. 
At the same moment, with a din such as I 
had never heard in such closi proximity, the 
broken fragments of the bursting shell heat 
down upon deck, on turret and on conning 
lower. The destruction was instantaneous, 
an I within a certain area it was complete. 
■Stanchions, bollords, bulwarks — the deck 
itself — were ripped and torn like so much 
piper ; hut the solid face of the turret held 
its own with ease, and the tuuzzlca of the 
guns, to my immense satisfaction, remained 
untouched. A second shot was more (lis 
ustrous, striking the battery on the port 
side, about half-way down its length, it 
passed through the iron skin as through a 
gossamer, and bursting against the after 
bulkhead, spread ruin and death through 
the crowded space. Never had a single 
shot worked more havoc, never did nun 
recover themselves under such a stress with 
such coolness and bravery as did the sur- 
vivors in the battery of the Majestic. I 
bad deep reason to congratulate myself 
upon the order which I had previously 
given, that the gun's crews on the starboard 
side should go below until their guns could 
actually lie brought to bear. Hut for this 
order the carnage would have been terribly 
increased. Meanwhile my gunners were 
not idle, and the great guns had again 
tried the the thickness of the enemies sides, 
this time bring chilled shell, which proved 
by their detonations that they had found 
an obstacle. 

It was now the crisis of the battle, for I 
saw the enemy rapidly changing course, 
and, porting her helm, made a circuit which 
would soon bring her broad on our port 
beam. Two courses were open to me : one 
was to bold on, to accept the encounter and 
run past at close quarters, exchanging lite 
on the beam ; but a moment's consideration 
convinced me that to do so would be to 
favor the mti ceuver which my adversary 
had commenced, and which 1 had antici- 
pated from the outset. I knew the turning 
circle of my ship to a yard, and in an in- 
stant I determined what to do. Tho two 
ships were now in a blaze from stem to 
stern, the tops, the superstructure, ar.d tho 
batteries in sheets of flame ; my own lire, 
alas ! diminished by the fatal shell which 
had played such havoc in my ir.uin battery. 
Suddenly 1 saw that the time bad come 
The enemy was already heading in toward 
us, and in another moment his starboard 
guns would bo hard upon us. Suddenly 1 
gave the order "Starboard, hurd-a-star- 
Coard. Tho order was executed as soon as 
given, and the ship, answering to the helm, 
came round with a swift, steady rush that 



nuide my heart leap for joy. We were with in 
300 yards, and with our starboard bow pre- 
sented to the enemy we rapidly approached 
to an even closer and more perilous range. 
The fire from the tops and superstructure 
bud now slackened, tor wo had realized with 
sorrowful certainty tho truth which modern 
warfare bus revealed to us, that no exposed 
crew can live under tho closu fire of machine 
guns. The loss on either side had been ter- 
rific for so short an engagement, and mere 
physical inability to load and work the 
guns had for a time caused tho tire to 
sluckon. It was not my intention that the 
ship should complete the half-circle, and 
suddenly porting the helm I bore down dia- 
gonally on the starboard quarter of the 
enemy. The ship, whose course had been 
in the shape of an S, was now completing 
her second half-circle, und the guns trained 
over the beam were still bearing upon the 
enemy as she steamed away from us. The 
starboard battery was renianned, and on 
both sides the tiling was renewed with great 
vigor, though with diminished accuracy 
which told that the loss of the 
leading men in the guns' crews and the 
tierce stress of the light had produced their 
natural consequences. Suddenly, amidst 
the din of the tiring and easily distinguish- 
able shove the thunder of the guns, came 
the report of a fierce, rapid explosion, fol- 
lowed by an instantaneous cessation of tho 
enemy's lire. It was impossible to see 
what had taken place, but the fact remain- 
ed beyond doubt, and 1 instantly deter- 
mined to avail myself of it. It had been 
my intention to have kept my course at 
right angles to the enemy for a time, so 
that I might steam out of torpedo range, 
and again take up an end-on position. Hut 
this idea was instantly abandoned. Once 
more tho helm was put hard a port, and 
once more the Majestic circled round on the 
further side of her adversary. In a moment 
tiring was renewed, and the enemy, to my 
surprise, came gradually round to port, as 
about to cross my bows. It is a source of 
unfailing thankfulness to me *,o remember 
that at this crisis of the battle my mind 
was cool and collected, and my judgment 
perfectly clear. I tinned to tho lieutenant 
and bole him transmit my orders 
through the ship. The orders were 
simple. "Lay both guns ahead, full speed 
and prepare to rain." I stood with the 
steering wheel in my hand, watching every 
movement of the enemy; for a freshening 
breeze now carried the smoke swiftly away. 
It was evident that something of serious im- 
portance bad taken place; her speed was 
diminished, for the interval between the 
ships decreased much more rapidly than tho 
lateral distance. I was convinced that for 
a time at any rate my adversary bad lost 
control over his ship. We were now separ- 
ated by a distance of less than 300 yards, 
and still the same apparent indecision 
marked the movement of the enemy, who 
moving slowly with almost a lull broad

our starboard bow. Suddenly she appeared 
to gather full way, and her head be- 
gan to come in slightly towards us. lint 
it was too late; the time had come. I 
moved my band, and the ollicer by my side 
Hashed my will to the great turret guns. 
On both sides there was a roar and a 
crash; the thunder of the tornado with the 
shock of the earthquake. So much I can re- 
collect, but the next few moments remain a 
blank on my memory. I was s tinned, 
but the loss of consciousness was only for a 
few instants. I recovered to find myself 
leaning against what had an instant before 
been the wall off the conning tower, but 
which now was but a fragment of the wreck 
with which everything around me seemed 
overwhelmed. 

The view, which had hitherto be obscured 
by the low roof of the tower, was now open, 
for not only had the roof gone, but a huge 
piece of the solid wall of the lower itself had 
been caught by the impact of the great steel 
shot, and now lay in bent fragments and 
huge slabs on the iron deck below. Of the 
three who, a moment before, hail stood to- 
gether in the tower, I was the only survi 
vor. My signalman, crushed and mangled 
by the debris of the armor, lay in front of 
me. By my side my lieutenant hud sunk 
down dead, his breast pierced by a single 
fragment of the Hying metal. I raised my 
hand to my eyes to brush away the mist 
which I felt gathering upon them, and 1 
found that my face was streaming with 
blood ; but while reason was left to me. it 
could only be concentrated on one thought 
and one object ; that which lay before 
me. Swept and shattered by the point- 
blank discharge of the terrible artillery to 
which she had hern exposed, the Majestic 
still held her course, and her course was 
that on which I launched her. On either 
side the last bolt was sped, and the gun had 
had its final word; a greater power was now 
to give its decision, and from that decision 
there was no appeal. Those who attach 
any value to the humdrum division of time 
and distance by the ordinary standards of 
arithmetic and the clock face will doubtless 
be able to calculate for their own satisfac- 
tion that the period occupied in traversing 
ill) yards at a speed of 20 miles un hour is 
to be reckoned in seconds only, and that the 
briefness of the allotted time gives no scope 
for the operations of the mind. Those who 
have ever stood in such a position as I stood 
at that moment will laugh at these dogmatic 
calculation*, and will know as I know, that 
each second, and each portion of a second, 
is pregnant with its keen and separate con- 
sciousness The time, so heavily la Ion with 
the weight of the unknown result which it 
was about to produce, crept heavily along. 
Hut the end c tine at hist . To the last mo- 
ment, from the high deck and superstructure 
of the enemy, the tire from the machine 
guns was maintained with a certain degree 
of energy. Our opponent lay between us 
and the southern sun, and 1 can at this 
moment remember the instant when the 
bow of the Majestic entered the shadow she 
cast upon the water. Then with a deep, 
grinding, terrible crash, the ram did ns 
work. We had struck the enemy about 50 
feet from her bow, and the slight clunge in 
her direction made the blow a. slanting one. 
The Majestic shivered from stem to stern, 
and I could actually see the ironwork on 
the bow ripping and splintering as it forced 
its way into the opposing side. Hut it was 
not there that the fatal wound bud been 
given. Fur underlie ith the water line the 
protruding ram had striuk a blow from 
which no human power could save the 
victim. For a moment all was still, save 
for the sound of the stretching and rending 
of the iron ; then suddenly, with u steady 
but certain heave ; the great ship Bfcemtd to 
bow down towards us. I watched her for it 
moment ; long enough to see the surface of 
the deck as it showed up with the heel of 
of tho ship, anil then I knew no more. The 
strain was over, my work wus done, and it 
was not till a month later that I opened my 
eyes in Haslar hospital, and came back once 
more to tho bind of the living.

LUCK. 

Mark Twain informs the readers of Har- 
per's Magazine that an English clergyman, 
formerly an instructor at the Military 
School at Woolwich, told him the following 
story : 

"About forty years ago 1 w is instructor 
in the Military Academy at Woolwich. I 
was present in ono of the sections when 
young Snoresby underwent his preliminary 
examination. I was touched to the quick 
with pity; for the rest of the class answered 
up brightly and handsomely) while he — why, 
dear me, he didn't know anything, so to 
speak. He wus evidently good, and sweet, 
and lovable, and guileless ; and so it was 
exceedingly painful to see him stand there, 
as serene us a gruven image, and deliver 
himself of answers which were veritably 
miraculous for stupidity and ignorance. 
Ail the compassion in me was aroused 
in his behalf. I said to myself, when ho 
conies to be examined again, he will be 
flung over, of course ; so it will he simply a 
harmless act of charity to ease his fall as 
much as I can. 1 took him aside, and 
found that he know a little of Ciesar's his- 
tory ; and as ho didn't know anything else, 
I went to work and drilled him like a 
galley-slave on a certain line of stock ques- 
tions concerning Ciusar which I knew would 
he used. If you'll believe me, he went 
through with Hying colors, on examination 
day ! He went through on that purely 
superficial 'cram,' ami got compliments too, 
while others, who knew a thousand times 
more than he, got plucked. By some 
strangely lucky accident — an accident 
not likely to happen twice in a 
century — he was asked no ques- 
tion outside the narrow limits of his drill. 
It is stupefying. Well, all through his 
course 1 stood by him, with something of 
the sentiment which a mother feels for a 
crippled child; and he always saved himself 
— just by a miracle, apparently. Now, of 
course, the thing that would expose him 
and kill him at last was mathematics. 1 
resolved to make Ids death as easy as I 
could; so 1 drilled bin; and crammed him, 
mid crammed him and drilled him, just on 
the line of questions which the examiners 
would be most likely to use, and then 
launched him on bis fate. Well, sir, try to 
conceive of the result; to my consternation, 
he took the first prize ! And with it he got 
a perfect ovation iii the way of compli- 
ments. Sleep'.' There was no more sleep 
for me for a week. My conscience tor- 
tured me day and night. What I had done 
I had done purely through charity, and only 
to ease the poor youth's f ill — 1 never had 
dreamed of any such preposterous result as 
the thing that had happened. I felt as 
guilty and as miserable us the creator of 
Frankenstein. Here was a wooden-head 
whom I had put in the way of glittering 
promotions and prodigious responsibilities, 
and but one thing could happen : he and 
his responsibilities would all go to ruin to- 
gether at the first opportunity. 

"The Crimean war had just broken out. 
Of course there bad been a war, I said to 
myself ; we couldn't have peace 
and give this donkey a chance to 
die before he is found out. I waited for 
the earthquake. It came. And it made 
mo reel when it did come. He was actually 
gazetting to a captaincy in a marching regi- 
ment I Better men grow old and gray in 
the service before they climb to a sublimity 
like that. And who could ever have fore- 
seen that they would go and put such a 
load of responsibility on such green and in- 
adequate shoulders '.' I could just barely 
have stood it if they made him a cornet ; 
but a captain — think of it I I thought my 
hair would turn white. Consider wh it 
I did — I who so loved repose and 
inaction. I said to myself, I am 
responsible to the country for this, and I 
must go along with him and protect the 
country against him as far as I can. So I 
took my poor little capital that I had saved 
lip through years of work and grinding 
economy, and went with a sigh and bought 
a cornetcy in his regiment, and away we 
went to the Hold. And there— oh dear, it 
was awful ! Blunders ? — why, he never did 
anything but blunder. Hut, you see, no- 
body was in tilt fellow's secret - everybody 
had him foenssed wrong, and necessarily 
misinterpreted his performance every time 
— consequently thoy took his idiotic blun- 
ders for inspirations of genius; they did, 
honestly I His mildest blunders were 
enough to make a man in bis right mind 
cry ; and they did make me 
cry — and rugo and rave too, pri- 
vately. And the thing that kept me 
always in a sweat of apprehension was the 
fact that every fresh blunder he made in- 
creased the lustre of his reputation ! I 
kept saying to myself, he'll get so high, 
that when discovery does finally come, it 
will be like I he sun falling out of the sky. 
He went right along up, from grade to 
gr ide, over the dead bodies of bis superiors, 
until at last, in the hottest moment of the 

battle of down went our colonel, and 

my heart jumped into my mouth, for 
Scoresby was next in rank ! Now for it, 
said I ; we'll all land in Shool in ten 
minutes, sure. 

"The battle was awfully hot; the allies 
were steadily giving way all over the field. 
One regiment occupied a position that was 
vital ; a blunder now must be destruction. 
At this crucial moment, what does this im- 
mortal fool do hut detach the regiment from 
its place and order a charge over a neigh- 
boring bill where there wasn't a suggest ion 
of an enemy I "There you go !" 1 said to 
myself; " this in the end at last." And 
away we did go, and were over the shoulder 
of the hill before the insane movement 
could be discoverd and stopped. And what 
did we find ! An entile mid unsuspected 
Russian army in reserve ! And whul h ip 
polled '.' We were eaten up ? That is 
necessarily what would have happened in 
ninety-nine cises out of a hundred. Hot 
no; those Russians argued that no single 
regiment would come browsing around 
there at such a time. It must he the 
entire English uriny, and that the sly 
Russian game was detected and blocked ; 
so they turned tail, and away they went 
pell-mell over the hill and down into the 
Held, in wild confusion, and we after them ; 
they themselves broke the solid Russian 
centre in the lield, and lore through, and in 
no time there wus the most tremendous 
tout you ever saw, and the defeat of the 
allies was turned into a sweeping and 
splendid victory ! Marshal Caurobert 
lookod on, dizzy with astonishment, ad- 
miration and delight ; and sent right oil' 
for Scoresby, and hugged him and deco- 
ra tod him on the field, in presence of all 
tho armies ! And what was Scoresby 's 
blunder that time '! Merely tho mistaking 
his right hand for his left — that was all. 
An order bad come to him to fall back a id 
support our right : and instead, he fell for- 
ward and went over the hill to the 
left. Hut the name he won that 
day as a marvellous military genius 
filled the world with his glory, and 
that glory will never fade while history 
books lust. He is just as good und sweet 
and lovable and unpretending as a mail can 
be, but be doesn't know enough to come in 
when it rains. Now, that, is absolutely 
true Ho is tho supremest ass in the uni- 
verse; and, until half an hour ago, nobody 
knew it but himself and inc. Ho lias been 
pursued, day by day and year by year, by 
a most phenomenal und astonishing lucki- 
ness. He has been a shilling soldier in ull 



our wars for u generation; bo has littered 
his whole military life with blunders, and 
yet has never committed ono that didn't 
make him u knight or a baronet or a lord, 
or something. Look at bis breast; why, he 
is just clothed with domestic and foreign 
decorations. Well, sir, every one of them 
is the record of some shouting stupidity or 
other; und, taken together, they urc proof 
that the very best thing in all this world 
that can befall a niun is to bo born lucky. 1 
say again, us I said at tho banquet, Score - 
by's an absolute fool." 



THE HOLY COAT OF TREVES- 

(London Times.) 
Treves, Sunday, Aug. i>.'t. 
By ti a.m., and I have no doubt long bo- 
fore, Trier was alive with pilgrims Hocking 
to view the Holy Coat. Their arrival at the 
station anil march to tho Dom was an im- 
pressive sight. Two extra siding stations 
have been prepared for their accommoda- 
tion, and goods sheds, with tables and re- 
freshment liars, aro provided as waiting 
rooms. Sixty thousand, I tun told, are ex- 
pected to arrive to-day. They come under 
the direction of tho parish priest, who, in 
full canonicals, and often with the incon- 
gruity of a gampish umbrella, preceded by 
two robed ucolytes, bearing banners, takes 
his place at the head of the procession, 
which, divided into two lines, single file, 
women generally on the right and men on 
the left, begins chanting tho.d/v Maria, or 
a special litany for tho occasion, and pro- 
ceeds to the Horn. The pilgrims seem of a 
well-clad, hard worked peasant class, and 
very devout. I saw one profession of sonic 
hundreds of minors from Saurbruck or Saur- 
louis, each group in a uniform peculiar to 
his mine. Their singing was better than 
most of the others. I confess I felt much 
more impressed than 1 expected to he by 
the sight of so many thousands devoutly 
chanting and telling their beads as they 
passed to the shrine of a relic, no doubt of 
gieat antiquity, if not of undoubted authen- 
ticity. 

As they pass under the window of the 
Trierischer Hof some of them chant in a 
low, monotonous sing-song, but others sing 
with a vigor reminding one of our more 
familiar Salvation Army. All the women 
carry baskets containing refreshment, mostly 
bread and sausage ; and although refresh- 
ment houses abound, I should not think the 
peasant-pilgrims will enrich the proprietors 
much by their custom. In I be shops every- 
thing pertains to the ahsorl ins topic of the 
Holy Coat. Charms, medals, banners, rosa- 
ries, pictures, brooches, pocket-handker- 
chiefs, and even eaude-cologne bottles, 
tobacco pouches, match boxes, cigar-ash 
trays, pincushions, and numberless other 
unhallowed articles, bear representations of 
the tuuira »arro«itneta. 'I he processions 
wind tjieir almost endless way to the Dom 
Platz, wliete, with untiring patience and 
after bonis of waiting, they get nearer the 
Cathedral door. There is no pushing or 
trying to get out of turn. Some of them 
sing to pass the time ; but, by weary wait 
ing and very gradual progress, they eventu- 
ally attain the object of their pilgrimage, 
and no doubt the absolution and blessing 
that follows. It seemed to me as impossible 
even to hazard a forecast as to when the 
crowd thut tilled the Dom Platz could pass 
through as to arrive atan approximate num- 
ber of thoso passing. The Dom opened at 
li a.m., and will remain open possibly till 
midnight. The pilgrims rarely spend a 
night here, bat ample accommodation is of- 
fered. New-built and empty houses have 
been utilized. Shake-down straw beds w ith 
a rug or two for covering, placed side In- 
side on the floor, about 12 in each room, are 
offered at (id. a night. 

The liist tbiss hotels are no', full, and the 
Trierischer Hof is rather lamenting that its 
usual visitors are frightened away by the 
crowds reported to be here. 

August 24. — Owing to the courtesy and 
kindness of Dr. iSoheuffgen, tho provost of 
the Cathedral, I was admitted to the build- 
ing yesterday. The fine nave is decorated 
with garlands and Hags, and the scene is 
very effective. The pilgrims enter by the 
north door, still preserving the two single 
files; there is no pushing or crowding, and 
vergers guide them towards the altar. The 
Holy Coat is stretched and suspended in a 
large gluss case, seemingly about six feet 
high by live feet in width and decorated 
with fern leaves in gold. The case is about 
twelve inches in depth, anil in each side is 
an orifice through which the attending 
priests put rosaries, crucifixes, and objects 
brought by the pilgrims to be made to touch 
the garment. The case is placed behind the 
high altar and reached by a flight of marble 
steps. Having got up the steps no lime is 
given to examine the coat. It is smock- 
frock-like in shape, with a hole for the neck 
and very short half-sleeves. The appearance 
to a passer-by is very like that of old Chi- 
nese silk without any gloss, and the color a 
peculiar shade of brown. The light is not 
good for judging, and no time is allowed to 
examine it. When one considers the num- 
bers that puss by this is not to be wondered 
at. After passing, one descends the stair- 
case opposite the one by which it is ap- 
proached, out by another door, and the visit 
is over. The stream of pilgrims utter coin- 
ing out seems to disperse, thronging the 
streets, and how or when they get home I 
have not yet discovered. 1 should have 
said that at the bottom of the steps to I he 
altar is an alms-box "lor the restoration of 
the Cathedral." and on tin- other side a like 
box "for the Holy Father the Hope." 

As evening draws on the pilgrims find 
their way to the several railway .stations. 
A few remnants of processional form arc 
li lt, lull mostly they return us stragglers, 
hut there is no shouting or disorder, and I 
liuvo seen only one man who showed signs 
of having drunk Ion much. 

Yesterday -1 1 ,000 persons passed through 
the Cathedral. An official at the bottom of 
the high altar steps registers the numbers us 
they go by — but not, I should say, with 
perfect accuracy. Next to the impression 
created on one's mind by the numbers is one 
of sin prise at the perfect order kept by the 
pilgrims, and I was assured by Dr. ScheuH'- 
geii that there weie only three policemen on 
duty about the building and no military at 
nil. The people show a nervous and in some 
cases trembling anxiety in approaching the 
all-absorbing object ol their journey. I saw 
one or two paralytic children, carried or 
helped along by parents, evidently in hope 
that sonic huppy curative result might fol- 
low from the visit. The exhibition goes on 
daily, from almost sunrise till long after 
sunset and thus if is expected to go on for 
some live weeks yet, No amusement be- 
yond a waxwork hIiow is provided. The 
peasant pilgrims spend little or no money 
beyond their railway fate. Tnoy bring bas- 
kets, oven sacks, full of provisions of the 
plainest sorts. They 111113-, and generally 
do, indulge in 11 gla«s or two of German 
beer. They possibly buy a rosary or a 
medal, which they gel touched by the coat 
in passing, and their expenses arc at an 
end. 

At present, at least, intending visitors 
need not be deterred from going by any fear 
of finding accommodation. The city of 
Treves itself is a most interesting one, and 
the sight of these thousands of pilgrims vis- 
iting the shrine of the Holy Coat at the end 
of the lllth century is a remarkable und Im- 
pressive one, not likely to be Been again for 
years to come, if ever. 



ST. BERNARDS IN AMERICA. 

Soma In tores tin u Particulars us to this Grand 
Breed of Dogs, 

Sonic six or seven years back a good 
typical St. Bernard was as scarce as a dia- 
mond capable of matching the Koh-i-noor 
in lustre and size. Then admirers of the 
breed were content to accept whatever 
representatives the magnanimity of Eng. 
lish and Swiss breeders vouchsafed to tin list 
upon them. To-day, or at least within the 
past eighteen months, the veil of this con- 
fiding simplicity has been ruthlessly cast 
asunder, and breeders on this sido have 
awakened to the fact that really good St. 
Bernards are as much an ornament to this 
country as to their native land of snow- 
tipped mountains, or their adopted land of 
fog, rain and beefsteak. After arriving at 
this conclusion, it was not long before the 
determination to possess more than average 
specimens became a reality. Once the ball 
commenced to roll, its impetus increased in 
such a ratio that at the present time St. 
Bernards on this side, taken either col- 
lectively or individually, arc without com- 
parison. 

Dissatisfied with the moderate collection 
of St. Bernards appearing at our different 
bench shows, Mr. E. H. Moore, of Mel- 
rose, Mass., was the first to take a header— 
in mediae res. The result of his temerity 
was the lately deceased Ben Lomond, who, 
besides being a great winner ill England, 
was the sire of the immense Lord Melrose, 
who, officially measured by the St. Bernard 
("lub, at the late New York show, is ac- 
credited with a height of thirty-live and 
one-fourth inches. Owing to this strong 
addition to his kennels, Mr. Moore was 
enabled to secure all the prizes offered for- 
tius best of the breed, as well as all those 
given for the finest team. These continual 
successes became monotonous, us far as the 
other exhibitors were concerned, more 
especially to Mr. K. B. Sears, also of Mel- 
rose, Mass. A rivalry between the two 
Melroscites had existed for some time, Mr. 
Sears invariably coming out of the ordeal 
second best. S'lch a state of things did not 
suit the inborn grit of the latter, who 
cabled to England for a dog superior to 
Ben Lomond. The coveted luminary ar- 
rived in the shape of Ilesper, whose career 
in England hud been a particularly brilliant 
one. And, until his unfortunate decease a 
few months since, hi; had only acknow- 
ledged defeat lo his peerless kennel com- 
panion, the now far-famed Sir Bodivere. 
As compared with Ben Lomond, be ex- 
celled the latter 111 color, and decisively in 
markings. lie possessed a most beautiful 
head and expression, and, had he been as 
good behind as forward, Sir Bedivere would 
not have had such an easy task beating him. 
His debut as a puppy, at Warwick, in Eng- 
land, was a sensational one; it was on this 
occasion that his rival, Prince Battcnburg, 
made his first appearance, and greatly were 
the hitter's admirers chagrined when the 
ribbon was banded lo Hesper. 

Prince Battenburg, some eight months 
after, had the satisfaction of being placed 
over Plinliu mon— the only occasion on 
which the latter was ever defeated. Per- 
haps it would have been more tilting to 
speak first of the mighty Plinlimmon; but, 
as his importation here was not intended for 
breeding or bench show purposes, the omis- 
sion is a pardonable one. All will remem- 
ber how the late Fritz Enimitt returned, 
some four years ago, from Kiigland, having 
persuaded Plinlimmon's former owner to 
accept live thousand dollars in lieu of the 
dog. At that time ho (Plinlimmon) was 
considered incomparable, und great was the 
weeping and gnashing of teeth in England 
when this then king left his native shores. 
For five years ho bad held indisputable 
sway, and it seemed likely he would con- 
tinue in that position for another live but 
for his expatriation. Of enormous frame, 
with immense bone, standing thirty-three 
and one half inches at the shoulder, and 
weighing, in ordinary condition, two hun- 
dred and twenty pounds, ho was, by far, 
the biggest of his breed that had appeared 
in England up to his time, if one excepts a 
dog named ttuss. In color and activity of 
movement he is almost without a peer, and 
though his muzzle was always too long to 
please the critics, yet his expression is so 
noble, and his disposition so gentle and 
docile, thut one cannot but forget his facial 
blemish. — From the Illustrated American.
